Officials of Greenup 
county left Monday morning for 
Brushy to arrest Leadlngham, who It 
was reported had remained at his 
bom* all day Sunday. Leadlngham Is 
to h* luii pending the outcome of the 
diootliic.

There waa a community gathering 

on Brushy Saturday evening and It Is 
thought that l,eadlngham fully expect- 
ed his enemy to be present. The gun 
user hid In the bushes beside the road, 
and when Hale came alonp; opened fire 
on him, thinking that it was the man 
for whom he was waiting. Persona 
coming behind Hale found him and 
aaaiited him to his home. News of 
the abootlng »oon spread, and when 
LefUlingbam heard o^'it, he ia reported 
aa going direct to the Hale home, 
where he offered an explanation. 

Hale remained In a serlpua condi- 
tion Saturday night and Sunday. 
condition becoming more serious Sun- 
day night.
